OUR  GOLDEN  JUBILEE 

Few  of  our  members  and  seat- 
holders  know  that  they  belong  to  a 
Religious  Organization  which  has  at¬ 
tained  the  half  century  mark  in  the 
history  of  its  being.  Fifty  years  of 
existence  is  easily  spoken,  but  what 
a  flood  of  thought  and  emotion  it 
opens  up  when  one  reflects  the  trials 
and  shocks  and  changes  that  such  a 
period  signifies  in  terms  of  life.
